President Ratehford Greatly 
Pleased With the Progress. 

In £ome Disorganized Districti the 
Miners Art Holding Out.

Cohjjsbl'S, a, July T. — President 
Ratehford, of the United Mine Work' 
erg, la greatly pleased with the progress 
of the present strike and regards the 

outlook aa exceedingly bright. An en- 
couraging report was received from 
tbe Pittsburgh district Tuesday m 
log, which stated that with the excep- 
tion of the mine of the New York 
Cleveland Gas Coal Co. and one or two 
mines where the minora are under 
contract, all were oat 

It is stated that District President 
Dolan, of the Pittsburgh district, ex- 
pects tbe miners employed by the 
New York aad Cleveland Gas Coal Cd. 
to join the suspension in a day or two. 
It is thought that when the miners of 
the above mentioned company <juit 
work it will have the efTect of bring- 
ing the miuere of the other one or two 
mines out regardless of contracts 
which they may be under. This will 
make the suspension complete in the 
Pittsburgh, district. 

The Pittsburgh district is the only 
one that a report has yut been re- 
ceived from at the national head- 
quarters in this city. Nothing has 
been heard from West Virginia by the 
national officers Tuesday morning, but 
a report was expected from that sec- 



President Ratehford said: 

"In some disorganized districts the 
miners are holding back to satisfy 
themselves that the movement will be 
general before taking any part in it.' 

"On this point," said president 
Ratehford,* they need hove no doubt. 
Nor should they manifest aDy weak- 
ness by urging others to take the 
initiative. The movement is for the 
benefit of the whole and will require 
the efforts of all to ensure sucoess. It 
is aincerely hoped that thia spirit will

Prospaets of Its Profitable Growth 
in South Carolina Promising. 

A ■mall Colore* School Where Tea Pick, 
log to Included la She Curriculum 
Established le Bao>anerfleld-Ci.m- 
pelltloa With Cheap Labor. 

Washington, July 6.— Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilton hat received a re- 
port from a veteran horticulturist who 
he aent recently to investigate the tea 
farming industry carried ou at Sum- 
merfield, S. C, with a view to ascer- 
taining the' prospects of profitable 
growth of the tea, plant in this coun- 
try ahould It be decided to Introduce it 
here as an industry. The report sayt 
the labor question is the moat Import- 
ant in the eoonomica of this bualneat 
In thla country. It ettimatet the mini- 
mum costs about eight times as much 
to pick one pound of tea In South 
Carolina ae that paid for the eame 
service in Asia, The capital production 
of leaf, it la pointed out, depends ou 
rain fall or moisture In the soil. In 
districts favored with sufficient heat 
or rains, the plants furnish from 13 to 
20 pickings yearly. In the South 
Carolina fields which were Inspected . 
the conservation of moisture by drain- 
ing is enhanced by systematic surface 
culture, which largely prevents the 
evaporation of moisture from the up- 
per stratum of toll and secures a gain 
equivalent of a fall of 15 inches 
of rain. The report suggests that it 
seemed impracticable to compete with 
the cheap Oriental labor, and while 
some of the processes of development 
have been delegated to machinery, 
the picking of the leaves, requiring 
discrimination in selection, has to be 
done by hand. The problem has been 
ingeniously met in the southern field 
by establishing a small colored 
school where tea picking is included 
in the curriculum, and the young 
scholars, after some Instruction flrove 
good pickers. Only the most delicate 
leaves are selected, so as to find a 
readier trade than the imported pro-
